With the completion of two 
new CTC-controlled segments 
of the main line in Texas and 
California, SP will have more 
than 3,500 miles of CTC in 
service throughout its system. 


Major Centralized Traffic Control in- 
stallations are underway between Mo- 
jJave and Colton in California (110 miles) 
and between Giddings and Hearne in 
Texas (59 miles). 

The two projects — to cost more than 
313.3 million — will help speed train op- 
erations and increase the train handling 
capacity of key portions of Southern 
Pacific’s main line. Both projects are 
due for completion by the end of 1979. 

The California project includes the 
extension of CTC to the 78-mile Palm- 
dale-Colton Cutoff, completed in 1967 
to provide a shortcut for shipments 
moving between SP’s southern trans- 
continental route and points in Califor- 
nia and the Pacific Northwest. 

Tn connection with this installation, a 
new 1.7 mile siding is being constructed 
at Phelan and four other sidings are be- 
ing lengthened to 1.7 miles. 

The Texas project, which extends 
CTC to an additional segment of SP’s 
long-haul transcontinental route, in- 
cludes the construction of a new siding 
at Caldwell and a 2,365-foot line change 
at Varisco. 

“The Company’s major investment in 
CTC this year will give us a a big ‘assist’ 
in expediting the movement of trains,” 
says Vice President-Operations A..D. 
DeMoss, “and that, in turn, will mean 
better service for our customers.” 

Centralized Traffic Control, as most 
railroaders know, increases the capacity 
of single-track railroad to nearly the 
equivalent of double-track line by giv- 
ing dispatchers direct control over dis- 
tant train movements. 

Dispatchers in Los Angeles and Hous- 
ton — using the system’s sophisticated 
electronic equipment — will be able to 
set switches and signals many miles away 
on the two new CTC-controlled seg-

ments of the main line. 

With the completion of the two pro- 
jects, SP will have more than 3,500 miles 
of CTC in service on its system rail lines. 

The Company's future plans cali for 
the installation of 127 more miles of 
CTC between Flatonia and Corsicana, 
Texas, during the next few years. When 
this work has been completed, the en- 
tire route from Portland, Oregon, to 
East St. Louis will be either CTC or dou- 
ble track. 

The two new installations will differ 
from each other in various technical as- 
pects, but both will offer substantial ad- 
vancements over older, more traditional 
CTC systems. 

The California project will use “mi- 
cro-processors” — a small (briefcase 
sized) computer with a solid state mem- 
ory — to replace many of the electronic 
relays used in conventional CTC sys- 
tems. This will be the first use of a mi- 
cro-processor control system for CTC 
in the railroad industry. 

The Texas installation will also be 
computer-assisted and will have the 
same advanced features as the CTC 
system now in operation on our lines 
between Flatonia and Sierra Blanca. 

“Computer-assisted CTC is much 
faster and can handle far larger blocks 
of data than conventional CTC,” ex- 
plains R. C. Nagel, engineer of signals 
at San Francisco, who is directing the 
signal work on both projects. 

To arrange a “meet” between two 
trains on the California line, a dispatch- 
er at Los Angeles will push appropriate 

buttons on his CTC console board, “in- 
structing” the micro-processor at the 
L.A. control center to set the switches 
and signals that will direct one train into 
a siding and permit the other to proceed 
down the main line, 

The L.A. micro-processor will trans- 
late his orders into an electronic code 
and transmit them by microwave to oth- 
er micro-processors at field locations. 
(There will be 26 of them between Palm- 
dale and Colton.) They, in turn, will ac- 
tivate the circuits that will change the 
switches and signals. 

All this will be accomplished in milli-

seconds, and information on the status 
of switches and signals will also be 
flashed back to the dispatcher’s board 
almost instantaneously, Lights on the 
board will indicate the location of trains, 
the position of switches and any warn- 
ings from electronic protective devices 
such as hot box or dragging equipment 
detectors. 

CTC gives the dispatcher such precise 
control over train movements that often 
one train can move slowly througha sid- 
ing while the other is passing it on the 
main line without either train having 
to stop. 

The dispatcher at Houston, control- 
ling trains in the territory covered by the 
new Texas CTC installation, will use a 
TV monitor instead of a CTC console 
board. These screens, already in use for 
the CTC territory between Sanderson 
and Sierra Blanca, provide a color dis- 
play of such things as sidings, switches, 
signals, train identification and the exact 
location of trains. 

By using a device known as a light 
pen, the dispatcher will be able to acti- 
vate switches and signals many miles 
away by merely placing the lighted end 
of the pen against the screen. He will 
also be able to activate them with push 
buttons. 5 

The Texas installation will provide 
the ability to identify and track the move- 
ment of specific trains and to assign pri- 
orities to them. A computer will deter- 
mine optimum “meets,” based on train 
priorities. But the dispatcher will be 
able to override the computer’s decision, 
if necessary. 

In addition, dispatchers will be able to 
obtain — within seconds — a read-out 
list of trains in the territory, their cur- 
rent location and what time they passed 
various points along the way. A print- 
out report will also be available. 

Pictures of the Texas CTC installation 
and further information about it will be 
contained in a Bulletin article planned 
for early next year. 

Both CTC installations will have par- 
allel systerns built into them which will 
be capable of functioning independent- 
ly in the unlikely event of a communica- 
tions failure. 

“Field equipment will take over auto- 
matically, computing system needs, 
switching trains to sidings and general- 
ly keeping all systems go,” Nagel points 
out. “The trains will be able to keep right 
on operating.” im]

Portiand Fire Bureau

The Portland (Oregon) Fire Bureau 
recently videotaped a series of introduc- 
tory leads to SP slide shows on the safe 
transportation of hazardous commodi- 
ties by rail and on how to fight various 
types of diesel engine and boxcar fires. 

C. R, “Bob” Andre, superintendent of 
hazardous materials control in the Dam- 
age Prevention and Loading Services 
Dept. in San Francisco, provided the 
narration for the shows, which will be 
used in the Bureau’s continuing edu- 
cation program for firemen. The slide 
shows and accompanying narration will 
be distributed to all 17 of the Portland 
Bureau's fire stations via closed-circuit 
TV this month. 

The film project grew out of SP’s 
Domemobile program, which has been 
used extensively to show firemen, ship- 
per representatives, SP employees and 
others how to safely stop tank car leaks. 
Since 1975, this three-hour lecture, dem- 
onstration and slide program has been 
presented to more than 20,000 firemen 
in over 400 fire departments along our 
lines. The most recent presentations were

SP is installing nearly 230 miles of 
welded tail on our lines in Texas and 
Louisiana this year as part of a major 
improvement program to expedite the 
movement of petrochemical, coal, inter- 
modal and other types of traffic.

Ducks, Game Birds 
Are Specialties. 
For This Taxidermist _ 


It’s a hobby requiring patience, pre- 
cision and a fair amount of time. Taxi-~ 
dermy, as Bob Yates has discovered, is 
an art as well. 

Bob, manager of intermodal cost 
control and research in San Francisco, 
is a taxidermist who specializes in ducks 
and game birds. Since taking up this 
hobby two years ago, Bob has preserved 
at least 30 fowl—Mallards, Canvas 
Backs, Sprigs, Teals and Wood Ducks, 
just to name a few. About half of these 
are displayed throughout his East Bay 
home, providing visitors an opportunity 
to examine closely these exquisite birds. 

Bob quickly mastered this delicate art 
with the assistance of his retired father- 
in-law, an accomplished taxidermist. 

“Working in my spare time, it takes 
me about a month to finish one,” Bob 
explains as he displays a duck heis work- 
ing on. “Many of the ducks I shoot my- 
self. I bring them home, packed in ice, 


and freeze them until I’m ready to begin - 


working on one.” 

With the skill of a surgeon, Bob uses 
a scalpel to cut open the body cavity in 
order to remove the internal organs, cut 
tendons and muscles, and then begin the 
most time-consuming and painstaking 
part of the project: removing the fat from 
the skin. Using small, sharp scissors, 
Bob snips away at the fat attached to the 
skin on the inside of the body—a five to 
six hour project. 

“The pliable skin is so thin that it’s 
quite easy to cut, puncture or tear,” Bob 
says. “In fact, these scissors are designed 
for left-handed people like myself and 
are easier to control.” Nevertheless, it is 
a technique learned the hard way— 
through experience and by making mis- 
takes. And as Bob points out, it’s a sure 
test for separating the novice from the 
professional taxidermist. 

It’s somewhat of a surprise, especial- 
ly in today’s world of unpronounceable 
chemicals, additives and preservatives, 
to see the list of simple ingredients Bob 
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Jerry Blakely and his son, Scott. 


uses to preserve a bird. He uses corn 
meal to absorb excess fluids from the 
body cavity, gasoline to dissolve grease 
and fat that cannot be cut away, sawdust 
to soak up the gasoline, and borax to act 
as a preservative. 

Once the bird has been “boraxed,” 
Bob is ready to prepare it for display. 
Glass eyes are added and clay is used to 
build up the skull. The stuffing for the 
body cavity, excelsior wrapped with 
string, is carefully shaped to fit the bird 
—a talent that is another test of the good 
taxidermist. Wire is added to support 
the neck, wings, and legs. Whether the 
bird is mounted on driftwood or wired 
so that it can be hung on a wall, Bob 
positions it so that it looks natural. The 
only cosmetic touch Bob adds is to the 
feet which are painted, he explains, be- 
cause the natural color fades. 

“People find these birds fascinating.” 
Bob says. “They'll stop and look — ca- 
sually at first, then very closely as they 
begin to discover the patterns and colors 
of the feathers, for instance. It’s the same 
with me. I’m fascinated by the beauty of 
these birds, too.” 


To Church and Back on 
Jerry’s Big, Blue Bus 


Children rush out to board the sparkling blue and white bus 
on Sunday mornings as it makes its way through a Memphis, 
Tenn., neighborhood. Behind the wheel is Jerry Blakely, 27, 
an SWT employee who’s currently working on the loading 
docks at the Memphis terminal and has also been a driver 
during his three years with the Company. 

The bus belongs to LaBelle Haven Baptist Church, where 
Jerry and his wife, Angie, are active members. It is part of the 
bus ministry program established a year ago with Jerry's help. 
The program, he explains, was inspired by a passage from 
the Bible that says: “Go out into the highways and hedges, and 
compel them to come in, that my house may be filled.” 

On Saturdays, Jerry canvasses neighborhoods — knocking 
on doors and asking parents if they will allow their children to 
attend Sunday school and a special children’s service at his 
church, Then on Sunday mornings, he’s up at 6 a.m. By 7:45, 
he’s making his rounds in the bus to pick up the children. After 
church, he returns them safely to their homes. 

As many as 60 kids, ranging in age from 2 to 16, scrambie 
aboard the bus, and Jerry greets each of them by name and with 
an enthusiastic “good morning.” Many are from low-income 
families and a large percentage are from broken homes. 

“It’s quite an adventure for them,” he says. “There’s the bus 
ride, the chance to meet other children, and a special children’s 
service that is both entertaining and educational.” 

“The kids love Jerry,” Angie adds, “and Jerry loves the kids. 
They tug on his clothes and want to be around him all the 
time, He’s patient and loves to tease them — and they love the 
attention.” 

Although the program focuses on children, it is aimed at the 
whole family. “We hope that through the children’s interest, 
we willalso reach the parents,” Jerry says. “It’s our way of trying 
to bring families together and to strengthen them.”
